The intelligence of this bird is remark- 
able. It makes no attempt to pull up a stalk 
which has attained a certain growth, or which 
has become firmly anchored through the im- 
paction of the soil around it by the rain. In 
other words, the first planting is seldom taken 
by the blackbird, unless it is an inexcusably 
late planting or the weather is so dry and 
backward that the weak, spindling plant is 
easily pulled up. And the safety of the re- 
plant is greatly promoted—almost insured— 
by a copious, beating rain falling on it before 
it appears above the ground. 

But woe to the wretched farmer whose 
seed was a failure, whose field required to be 
largely or wholly replanted, and on whom—a 
cumulation of misfortunes; “it never rains 
but it pours "—no timely showers have fallen 
to pack the ground about his corn hills! 
The blackbird marks him for his prey—and 
not unjustly, in the large economy of things.
